Robinson’s production capacify here is expected 


to be in excess of 240,000 tons per year, and Minor

More charges filed - 
against firefighter

EDWARDSVILLE A Madi- 
son firefighter pleadéd not guilty 
to two counts of arson Thursday, 
just hours before two new charg 
es were leveled against him 

Keith L. Endicott, 24, of the 
1400 block of Third Street; -Madi- 
son, is accused of setting fire to 
a garage in the 1200 block of 
Grand Avenue, Madison, on Aug.

GRANITE CITY — A new procedure for picking 
up city yard waste has some residents fuming 

Laidlaw Waste Systems Lic. will implement a 
new procedure for removing yard waste on. Mon- 
cay, making the old orange sticker system obso- 
ete . 

The sticker system was started by Laidlaw:when 
a law prohibiting landscape and yard. waste dis- 
posal in landfills took effect July 1, 1990.-The stick- 
ers were purchased by customers and used to 
identify bags.containing yard waste. 

According to-Gary Juergens, division manager 
at Laidlaw, the new system will require customers~ 
to pay a $37.50 fee, which entitles the r to 
yard waste 2 plekcup from April through December: 

‘There will bea pickup limit of two bags per 
week, up to 30 gallons per bag, and not to exceed 
50 pounds each. The orange stickers wil] still be 


honored, but will no longer be available for pur- 
chase. 5 ”

BELLEVILLE — A lawsuit 
alleging a black worker at the 
lilinois Department of Public 
Aid office in Belleville is being 
ridiculed and harassed for asso- 
ciating with white co-workers 
has prompted the agency to 
launch its own investigation, the 
Journal has learned. 

The lawsuit, filed last week by 
Tracy Slack, 30, who works in 
the agency's child support divi- 
sion at 218 W. Main St., alleges 
that five black co-workers have 
harassed her‘ and physically 
attacked her because she 
refused their demands that she 
not associate with white co- 
workers. . 

‘The tawsuit also alleges the 
division’s chief in Springfield 
and the division’s office manag- 
er in Belleville refused to take 
action when told of the alleged 
harassment. 

Slack_ ignored co-worker 
Elaine Gilbert's warning to stay 
away from whites in the office 
and ‘attempted to perform her 


job without taking sides in the 
racial disputes that are common 
in the Belleville office,” the law- 
suit Says. " 


Sources who did-net-wish-te-be— 


identified for fear of reprisal 
told the Journal that the lawsuit 
prompted an investigation by the 
agency's internal affairs depart- 
ment. The sources also said 
racial tensions have been preva- 
Jent_ in the Belleville office fot 
several years. 

Officials the agency's Belle- 
ville office refused to comment 
on the lawsuit : 

Jerry Donovan, chief of inter- 
nal affairs for the. illinois 
Department of Public Aid, on 
Friday refused to say whether or 
not an investigation has been 
launched.
